Ickcs' letter, addressed to Mayor

Tenn. was in reply to a telegram 
from the mayor asking whether 
PWA would recommend delay in 
construction of electric distribution 
systems. 


The mayor noted that Willkie, in 


provisionally accepting an invita- 
tion from Director David E. Lilien- 
thal to meet TVA officials in Chat- 
tanooga March 15, said he would 
cooperate only if the PWA-mumci- 
pal power program was brought to 
a "standstill" in the meantime. 


Lilicnthal proposed 
the Chatta- 


nooga conference for a discussion 
of purchase by TVA and localities 
of private power systems. 


Will Provide Funds 


Ickes assured 
Overton 
PWA 


would carry out its contract for 
$61,225,544 of loans and $38,412,408 
of grants made on 61 projects in 23 
states unless 
the 
municipalities 


themselves wished to delay their 
projects. 


Otherwise he said PWA money 


would go forward as arranged. 


Ickes said 
in the letter 
that 


Willkie had failed to defeat TVA 
developments and was now asking 
the government to act in bad faith 
with the cities. 


"Having failed 
completely to 


prove 
his 
cose in the courts, 


Mr. Willkie now, in effect, asks us 
to 'conspire* with him and to re- 
luse_tc carry out our obligations to 
the cities in order that he may ne- 
gotiate with TVA. 


"Mr. Willkie has had five years 


in which to negotiate but he chose 
to exhaust exery legal technicality 
in hiT efforts to thwart the govern- 
ment's policy. Now that he has been 
beaten at every hand, he asks the 
government to act in bad faith with 
the cities." 


Norris' Position 


Senator Norris (I-Neb.) agreed, 


meanwhile, to support a congres- 
sional inquiry into the Tennessee 
Valley authority, providing none of 
its opponents is appointed to the in- 
vestigating committee. 


Norris, known as the "father of 


the TVA," heretofore has demanded 
that the federal trade commission 
conduct any hearing on the policies 
which have created disputes among 
the agency's three directors. 


"This investigation ought to be 


made by persons who want to see 
the TVA succeed, but want to be 
sure there are no irregularities in 
it," he said. 


Norris suggested that neither he 


nor Senators Bridges (R-N. H.) and 
King ID-Utah), who requested the 
congressional inquiry, should be on 
the investigating committee. 


There seemed slight possibility, 


however, that Bridges and King 
would agree to this. 


"An investigation by friends of 


the TVA would be worse than use- 
less," declared Bridges.

Washington—!/T>—Total outlays of 


$2.111,091,000 on federal and non- 
federal projects were recommended 
by the national resources commit- 
tee today in a report sent to con- 
gress by President Roosevelt. 


The president, in his letter 
of 


Iransmittal. described the report as 
a "comprehensive national plan for 
the conservation and development 
of our water resources." 


The report recommended use of 


$891,091,000 on primarily 
federal 


projects and $1,220,000.000 on non- 
federal developments in which lo- 
cal communities would share in the 
cost. 


"I recommend careful study of 


these documents by the congress," 
the president said,' "because they 


present a frame of reference 
for 


legislative programs affecting wa- 
ter conservation, and because they 
illustrate an approach to the sys- 
tematic husbandry of our natural 
resources on a democratic, region- 
al basis." 


The report proposed a six year 


construction and investigation pro- 
gram for the utilization and conser- 
vation of the nation's water re- 
sources and a unified policy of wa- 
ter control and development. 


The president told the congress 


the report was in accordance with 
his mesiasc of Aug. 13, 1937, when 
he vetoed a senate resolution au-

WHAT WE HAVE LEARNED IN 


50 TEARS 


In his second annual address to con- 


gress 51 years ago President Cleveland 
touched upon a question to which he had 
referred previously, saying: 


"In my last annual message to the con- 


gress attention was directed to the fact 
that the revenues of the government ex- 
ceeded its actual needs." 


Then Mr. Cleveland discussed the im- 


propriety of creating a considerable sur- 
plus and mentioned that one of its "at- 
tendant evils" was the disposition to spend 
public moneys needlessly. 


That period is comparable somewhat to 


this. The Civil war had terminated 20 
years previously. The expenses of the 
government had in the interim been great- 
ly increased to pay the billions of debt 
that war had cost, and to compensate its 
veterans, and the families of the slain 
through pensions. 


But the system 
then 
employed in 


America was quite the opposite of the 
theory now prevailing. 


Then it was believed that wealth was 


created by work and endeavor. Now we 
proceed upon the assumption that wealth 
is brought into existence by printing bonds 
which are deposited in banks or sold to 
the people and the ensuing funds spent 
by the government, and when the funds 
trickle back into the banks again more 
bonds are printed and the endless cycle 
is repeated. 


Whatever may happen to our finances 


and however we may end up it should be 
reassuring to know that unless the Atlan- 
tic and the Pacific go on rampages never 
known before the country at least will 
remain.

ETERNAL VIGILANCE 


•v Law enforcement agencies wage con- 
tinuing war on crime. The officers and 
the -foot soldiers of 
Society's standing 


army know that the war never can be 
won. 
But old campaigners know that 


the enemy can be kept on the defensive, 
put sometimes on the run. 


It is this continuing vigilance of law 


enforcement agencies, the land over, that 
keeps anti-social forces in check. It is 
the seasoning these hard-bitten fighters 
of Society's standing army receive in their 
eternal war on crime and criminals that 
makes them dependable. 


True, these veterans of an endless cam- 


paign may lack the lean and hard look 
that we associate with professional sol- 
diers. That does not mean they are less 
efficient when they go into battle. 


In troubled times, it is good to know 


that Society's standing army has been test- 
ed in the heat of an unending campaign 
and that it can be depended upon to give 
its best. 


GOLF BALL RELIEF 


Trust-busting activities seem to have 


been "shushed" lately, by a sort of tacit 
agreement that it is a poor time to start 
anything tending further to alarm busi- 
ness. But there is one notable exception. 
The Federal Trade Commission has moved 
to free golf balls from an;alleged octopus. 


The Commission, charging that a price- 


fixing combination exists in the sale of 
golf balls, orders leading manufacturers 
and their trade association, together with 
the Professional Golfers' Association of 
America, to cease from fixing prices and 
discriminating in favor of certain pur- 
chasers. 
Certain golfers are accused of 


representing 1,500 members of their as- 
sociation, engaged in the retail sale of 
balls throughout the country. 


This, as any serious devotee of golf can 


see—and nearly all golfers nowadays are 
serious—is grim business. Golf must be 
above reproach and golf ball prices must 
come down along with other necessaries 
of life.

REST THE SICK LUNG 


Pneumothorax or collapse therapy 


is now a widely used and in suit- 
able cases an efficacious method of 
treatment for tuberculosis of the 
lung. By suitable cases we mean 
chiefly cases of active, open tuber- 
culosis, in which only one lung is 
involved. 


Pneumothoiax means air in the 


thorax, that is, in the chest or 
pleura! cavity (not in the lung). 
Normally the thorax or chest or 
pleural cavity is a closed. cavity, 
without communication with the 
air^ lined by serous membrane call- 
ed 'the pleura. 
Inflammation of 


this lining membrane is pleurisy. 
Normally the pleura contains only 
a few drops of clear serum to keep 
the surfaces smooth and prevent 
friction between lungs and chest 
wall or between different lobes of 
the lungs. The pleura thus consti- 
tutes a hermetically sealed space", 
one wall of which is the lining of 
the chest the other is the surface 
covering of the lungs. 


Necessarily the pressuie within 


the pleural cavity is lower than -the 
external air pressure. 
Hence the 


instant any opening is made thiu 
the chest wall on the one hand, 01 
thru the covering of the lung from 
within the air-cells in the lung, air 
rushes into the pleural cavity,, and 
the lung retracts or collapses, it 
not completely, at least until the 
pressure of air within the air-cells

It was no easy

Svith his associates on the exchange 
as any member had in the past. To 
have brushed aside all personal 
feelings and to have preferred 
charges when alleged wrongdoing 
was discovered is a sign that, the 
stock exchange has become respon- 
sive to an awakened public opinion, 
which demands that business and 
finance police itself if it does not 
wish to force an even more drastic 
form of discipline through govern- 
ment agencies. 


Discover Irregularity 


• The 
discovery 
that there had 


been 
an 
irregulariiy 
occurred 


through the sending out of a ques- 
tionnaire by the stock exchange it- 
self to its members. 
Heretofore, 


such inquiries had always been di- 
rected only to firms with margin 
accounts, but the all-inclusive ques- 
tionnaire which has recently beeu 
introduced- brought to the atten- 
tion of the business conduct com- 
mittee of the exchange facts which 
led to a prompt investigation by its 
own accountants last week. 


The committee did not let any- 


body on the outside know what it 
was investigating until it completed 
its statement of charges. A decision 
was made last 
Monday 
to file 


charges alleging that the Whitney 
concern had been engaged in "con- 
duct inconsistent with the just and 
equitable principles of trade." 


As soon as these charges were 


ordered filed and the stock ex- 
change member suspended until 
full hearing could be held on March 
17, Charles Gay. new president of 
the New York Stock exchange, got 
on a train and came here to tell 
Chairman Douglas of the Securities 
and Exchange commission what 
happened, so that, when the news 
•was released on Tuesday in New 
Y.ork, the government would be in 
possession of all the facts up to and 


including the action of the commit- 
tee on business conduct 
' 


FrcMdeat Broken 
. 


It is' known that the stock ex- 


change committee took its action 
before it was aware that any peti- 
tion in bankruptcy'would be filed 
by the member in question. In a 
sense. * precedent was broken in 
ordering the suspension of the 
member firm concurrently with the 
filing of the charges rather than 
after the usual hearing before the 
board of governors of the stock ex- 
chaiige. This step was taken un- 
doubtedly in the interest of the 
stock exchange position with the 
public, so that the people generally 
might know how promptly action 
had followed immediately after the 
facts concerning irregularity had 
been detected. 


There can be no doubt that the 


speedy handling of the case by the 
stock exchange had made a pro- 
found impression here. Especially is 
this true of the frank disclosure of 
all available information. The vari- 
ous inquiries which are being con-: 
ducted by the federal and state au- 
thorities will lean on the fact-find- 
ing processes started through the 
stock exchange itself. 


Hearing on March 17 


Until a full hearing 
on the 


charges occurs on March 17, 
the 


public will be unable to judge ex- 
actly what did occur and what de- 
fense or specific reply is made by 
the suspended member, but the 
stock exchange recognized what 
seemed to it misconduct entirely 
apart from any question of insolv- 
ency. It is this .phase of the matter 
which is most pleasing to those who 
have been insisting that American 
business me_n, when allied in strong 
trade associations, can' do more to 
squelch what may prove to be un- 
ethical conduct than is possible by 
a series of 
cumbersome statutes 


which only make it difficult for 
law-abiding and ethical business 
men to engage in their legitimate 
operations. 


It will be recalled that, not long 


ago. Chairman Douglas made a 
statement 
urging 
the stock ex- 


change to be more vigorous in self- 
discipline and expressing 
confi- 


dence in the capacity of the stock 
exchange to formulate rules for the 
policing 
of transactions 
and of 


members of .the exchange itself. 
Here, in the first important test of 
self-discipline—for there have been 
many other cases of perhaps not so 
conspicuous a nature—the stock ex- 
change measured up to its responsi- 
bilities and did not allow considera- 
tions of personal friendship or re- 
gard or prestige to interfere with 
the stern discharge of public duty. 
Certainly what has just happened 
will go a long way toward convinc- 
ing liberals that radicalism is super- 
fluous if intelligent conservatives 
will conduct the business and fi- 
nance of the country along lines 
that appeal to the nation as ethical, 
fair and equitable.

So says L. F. Warrick, chief san- 


itary engineer for the state board 
of health, who has been working 
with municipal authorities in the 
Fox 'river valley for many years 


and who has seen one after another 
of them erect sewage treatment and 
disposal plants which put an end to 
the stream disposal of sewage which 
during the last few decades has 
drastically reduced the scenic and 
recreational value of .that historic 
waterway. 


The Fox river improvement job 


is the biggest undertaken in Wis- 
consin, and ranks high.among simi- 
lar projects in thd nation, Warrick 
explained. Only comparable pro- 
gram is in New Jersey, where cities 


on the Passaic river have carried 
out a similar program. 


Nearlnjr Completion 


The lower Fox work has now 


been almost completed. Warrick 
pointed out, with the bigger com- 
munities, from Neenah to Green 
Bay already having sewage plants 
installed, and several smaller ones, 
such as Combined Locks, Kimbcrly. 
Allouez and the state reformatory, 
well advanced. 
. 


Warrick and other representatives 


of the board of health plan to meet 
with Allouez town officials late this 
month to go over final plans for 
that community's sewage system, 
which will be a joint sewer line 
with the 
reformatory. carryinR 


waste either to the Green Bay or 
DePere disposal plants. 


On the lower Fox, pshkosh has 


also built a plant, while Omro in 
Winnebago county is now busy with 
plans for a community treatment 
system. Meanwhile, state officials 


arc studying recommendations for 
a disposal system for the state hos- 
pital at Winnebago. 


7arther down the cities of Waa- 


toma and. Berlin are preparing to 
carry out sewage treatment proj- 
ects. Warrick reported. 


Warrick also called attention to 


the newly created organization of 
Fox river valley sewage plant oper- 
ators as an indication of the coop- 
erative spirit which has been dis- 
played toward the river pollution 
problem. 


Through mutual study of river 


conditions, and periodic tests of wa- 
ter in their respective vicinities, 
material will be available to all 
communities in that area on oxy- 
gen, bacteria and pollution content, 
so that the flexible treatment facil- 
ities of each municipal plant will 
be used to the best advantage, ac- 
cording to the state engineer.

It was no easy 


Lawrence 
task for the 
board of governors of the stock ex- 
change to suspend the man who 
had for many years been its prcsi- 
;tient, a man who stood as high in 
prestige and 
personal 
affection 


.•with his associates on the exchange 
•as any member had in the past. To 
have brushed aside all personal 
feelings and to have preferred 
charges when alleged wrongdoing 
was discovered is a sign that, the 
stock exchange has become respon- 
sive to an awakened public opinion, 
which demands that business and 
finance police itself if it does not 
wish to force an even more drastic 
form of discipline through govern- 
ment agencies. 


Discover Irregularity 


The 
discovery 
that there had 


been 
an 
irregularity 
occurred 


through the sending out of a ques- 
tionnaire by the stock exchange it- 
self to its members. 
Heretofore, 


such inquiries had always been di- 
rected only to firms with margin 
accounts, but the all-inclusive ques- 
tionnaire which has recently beeu 
'introduced- brought to the atten- 
tion of the business conduct com- 
mittee of the exchange facts which 
led to a prompt investigation by its 
own accountants last week. 


The committee did not let any- 


body on the outside know what it 
was investigating until it completed 
its statement of charges. A decision 
was made last 
Monday to file 


charges alleging that the Whitney 
concern had been engaged in "con- 
duct inconsistent with the just and 
equitable principles of trade." 


As ^oon as these charges were 


ordered filed and the stock ex- 
change member suspended until 
full hearing could be held on March 
17, Charles Gay, new president ot 
the New York Stock exchange, got 
o"n a train and came here to tell 
Chairman Douglas of the Securities 
and Zxchange commission what 
happened, so that, when the news 
•was released on Tuesday in New 
Xork, the government would be in 
possession ot all the facts up to and 


including the action ot the commit 
tee on business conduct 


' Precedent Breken 
: 


It is' known that the stock ex 


change committee took its action 
before it was aware that any peti 
tion in bankruptcy* would be file< 
by the member in question. In a 
sense, a precedent was broken in 
ordering 
the suspension 
of th< 


member linn concurrently with the 
filing of the charges rather than 
after the usual hearing before the 
board of governors of the stock ex 
change. This step was taken un 
doubtedly in the interest of the 
stock exchange position with th 
public, so that the people generally 
might know how promptly action 
had followed immediately after th 
facts concerning irregularity ha< 
been detected. 


There can be no doubt that ih 


speedy handling of the case by th 
stock exchange had made a pro 
found impression here. Especially i 
this true of the frank disclosure o 
all available information. The vari 
ous inquiries which are being con 
ducted by the federal and state au 
thorities will lean on the fact-find 
ing processes started through th< 
stock exchange itself. 


Hearing on March 17 


Until a full hearing on the 


charges occurs on March 17, th 
public will be unable to judge ex 
aclly what did occur and what de 
funse or specific reply is made by 
the suspended member, but the 
stock exchange recognized wha 
seemed to it misconduct entirely 
apart from any question of insolv 
ency. It is this .phase of the matter 
which is most pleasing to those who 
have been insisting that American 
business men, when allied in strong 
trade associations, can' do more to 
squelch what may prove to be un- 
ethical conduct than is possible by 
a series of cumbersome statutes 
which only make it difficult for 
law-abiding and ethical busines: 
men to engage in their legitimate 
operations. 


It will be recalled that, not long 


ago. Chairman Douglas 
made 


statement 
urging 
the stock ex- 


change to be more vigorous in self- 
discipline and expressing 
confi- 


dence in the capacity of the stock 
exchange to formulate rules for the 
policing 
of transactions 
and 
01 


members of .the exchange itself. 
Here, in the first important test oJ 
self-discipline—for there have been 
many other cases of perhaps not so 
conspicuous a nature—the stock ex- 
change measured up to its responsi- 
bilities and did not allow considera- 
tions of personal friendship or re- 
gard or prestige to interfere with 
the stern discharge of public duty. 
Certainly what has just happened 
will go a long way toward convinc- 
ing liberals that radicalism is super- 
fluous if intelligent conservatives 
will conduct the business and fi- 
nance of the country along lines 
that appeal to the nation as ethical, 
fair and equitable.

. Purim. the merriest festival of 
the Jewish religious year, will' be 
ushered in at sundown next Wed- 
nesday evening and continue until 
sundown Thursday, March 17. The 
Jewish holiday known in English 
as the Feast of Lots is a day mark- 
ed by masquerades, parties and in- 
nocent hilarity which Is even per- 
mitted to penetrate into the syna- 
gog during the traditional reading 
of the Biblical Book of Esther 
whose story forms the background 
for the holiday. 


According to the story the four- 


teenth day of the Hebrew month, 
Adar, witnessed the triumph of the 
Jews over a Persian "anti-Semite" 
of the fourth century before the 
Christian era named Haman, who 
was prime minister in the court of 
King Ahasuerus in Susa. 
Every 


mention of his name in the reading 
of the special scroll containing the 
Book of Esther is met by the whir 
of noisemakers known as "Haman- 
drehers," much like those used at 
New Year's eve celebrations. 


This custom reveals the Jew's 


saving sense of humor which as 
much as anything else has permit- 
ted him to overcome trials and 
tribulations. For the whirling of 
the •'Hamandrehers' is part of the 
merrymaking and carnival spirit 
of the holiday and is carried on 
without bitterness or malice toward 
the persecutor. This is indicated 
too in the fact that Hainan's name 
is given to special toothsome good- 
ies associated with this holiday, 
known as "Hamantaschen," literal- 
ly, "Hainan's pockets." 


Send Gifts to Poor 


'Another custom of the holiday is 


the sending of gifts to the poor, 
both Jew and Gentile. 


The familiar story of Esther tells 


how the Persian Emperor Ahasuer- 
us had chosen a beautiful Jewish 
maiden as his queen, and how her 
cousin, Mordecai, had won the fa- 
vor of Ahasuerus. The king is trick- 
ed by his prime minister, Haman, 
who bears a grudge against Mor- 
decai, into placing all Jews in his 
power. 
Haman orders a general 


massacre to be carried out against 
the Jews, but Queen Esther upon 
the counsel of Mordecai, prepares 
a banquet for the king at which she 
reveals herself as a Jewess and 
denounces the traitorous Haman. 
The king then orders Haman hung 
upon the very gibbet he had pre- 
pared for Mordecai. 


The gaiety of Purim is associated 


with the memory of this deliver- 
ance from the hands of Haman. The 
story is retold each year, not alone 
in the reading of the Book of Es- 
ther, but in plays and in pageants 
both serious and farcical.

Threat This Year in Score of States

deposits of egg pods, from which

lions of 'hopper eggs need only the 
warmth of late spring, without too 
much ccld rain, to hatch. Then the 
pests would be ready to gorge them- 
selves on tender wheat, corn, oats, 
alfalfa and other vegetation. 


Manifestly concerned with 
the 


problem of crop protection, United 
States Department of Agriculture 
experts are now conducting a sur- 
vey of some 20 states, preparing for 
a campaign against the pests which 
have become quite prevalent each 
spring and summer since the 1934 
drought. 


Already farmers in some of the 


more seriously infested states have 
mobili?ed. Committees are being 
organi/ed to direct the spreading or. 
poison bait, provided by the gov- 
ernment and cooperating states, on 
a county - township - community 
basis.

every 15 minutes on an ordinary 
day and the desk sergeant is asked 
questions not only pertaining to po- 
lice business; but of every nature 
and description which would read- 
ily qualify him lor a job in any in- 
formation bureau. 


Has Two Phones 


The desk sergeant has two tele- 


phones, one'which brings in ordi- 
nary calls and the other which 
bring* in the reports of patrolmen 
on duty each 30 minutes. Just about 
the time the sergeant is listening to 
a woeful tale of a housewife about 
the neighbor's radio playing too 
loud and disturbing her, the second 
phone rings and the officer must try 
to listen to her with one ear and 
the patrolman with the other. On 
days such as those marking dead- 
lines for securing car licenses or 
dog licenses, the phone rings almost 
continuously throughout the day. 


The query that is answered most 


is the time of the day. On March 1

fish; I have recommended fly fish- 
ing because it is more fun than bait 
fishing and more sportsmanlike.

DOES TROUT THINK WHEN 


GRABBING FLY? 


By Cal Johnson 


Hundreds of articles have been 


written on the question "For what 
do trout take the artificial fly?" 
and various have been the answers, 
the majority inclined to the belief 
that it is taken solely for the natur- 
al .insect which it purposes to rep- 
resent. , Others say "minnows," oth- 
er guess "both." To my mind all 
these opinions are correct, though 
in different places and at different 
times. - 


Usually in quiet, much fished wa- 


ters they do take the fly for the real 
insect;"" farther 
north, 
especially 


when large and submerged, for a 
minnow,,, and again for something 
else. But, in spite of the "nature 
fakers," , no American . trout ever 
passed an examination in entomolo- 
gy, and I am sure that when a hun- 
gry trout rises to the fly he is not 
in a comparative or analytic mood; 
he simply sees something that looks 
good to eat and goes for it. 


Especially is this the case in the 


north woods where trout feed on a 
multiplicity of foods, and where 
their habit, as any experienced ang- 
ler knows, is to attack anything that 
looks edible. Who has not seen a 
trout take into his mouth innumer- 
able small objects, from artificial 
flies to maple-buds, and immediate- 
ly eject them 
character? 
after trial of their 


That he cannot possible recognize 


the natural insects upon which he 
feeds In the lures which are gen- 
erally cast over him is shown by a 
glance as such favorite northern 
flies as the Silver Doctor, Parmach- 
enee Belle or Jenny Lind. mere fan- 
ciful combinations of color bearing 
no resemblance to any living crea- 
ture. 


The dry-fly fisherman begins op- 


erations by observing the types and 
colors of the insects flitting above 
the brook upon which the trout are 
feeding, selects then from his fly- 
box the fly made to imitate that 
insect, casts it lighty above a ris- 
ing trout and allows it to float nat- 
urally down over the fish. Some- 
times the trout gobbles it—some- 
times he doesn't. Perhaps a change 
of fly may bring results, but other 
than mere theory, who knows what 
the trout thinks the flyjreally is?

Madison—"Convulsions may be a 


symptom of a disease and should 
be given immediate care," accord- 
ing to the weekly bulletin of the 
state medical society. 


"The common type of a convul- 


sion is a condition in which the 
child loses consciousness, becomes 
rigid and then has spasmodic jerk- 
ing movements of the face and ex- 
tremities. They may be very brief, 
may last several minutes, or occa- 
sionally a longer time. They may 
also be repeated, the child having a 
series of short convulsions. The in- 
fant may work the muscles of his 
face, jaw, arms and legs in short 
jerky movements, his eyes may roll 
up or may have a staring appear- 
ance. He generally froths at the 
mouth. In some cases the child 
stretches out without working the 
muscles. He breathes heavily as if 
inhaling was difficult. His face be- 
comes blue and purple. All of these 
conditions have caused countless 
mothers to become frantic. 


Symptom of Disease 


"A convulsioh is merely a symp- 


tom and the possible disease causes 
are many. Infants have convulsions 
more readily than do adults. Some- 
times convulsions usher in some 
acu*e infection such as pneumonia. 
In fact, the onset of some acute in- 
fection with rapid rise in body tem- 
perature is perhaps the most fre- 
quent cause of convulsions. Some- 
times the underlying cause is.not 
readily fouhd. In the case of pneu- 
monia, for example, several days 
may elapse before the diagnosis can 
he made with certainty. Whether or 
not the diagnosis can be made' at 
once, the indication is to bring the 
convulsions under control and take 
measures to prevent their recur- 
rence. 


"In emergency cases, a hot bath 


is used in an endeavor to control a 
convulsion. After the baby is thor- 
oughly dried, he may be wrapped j 
in dry blankets and a hot-water 
bottle or electric pad applied to the 
feet. This treatment is equally ef-

"Convulsions occurring in infancy 


without fever are most frequently 
a symptom of tetany, a disorder 
marked by intermittent muscular 
contractions, an occasional compli- 
cation of rickets. The relief of con- 
vulsions of this type is most readily 
and advantageously brought about 
by the use of certain mineral salts. 
These and the method of their ad- 
ministration should be chosen by 
the physician. 


"Convulsions which occur with- 


out fever and which recur from 
time to time and for which no de- 
finite cause can be found are usual- 
ly classified under the term epilep- 
sy. 


"Home remedies are all right, 


during the emergency, but no case 
with convulsions should pass with- 
out the family physician being call- 
ed in to determine the cause."
